(1) Neither Prompt nor Hotti, either alone or in combination teach the API enables navigation of the plurality of content repositories and 
enables create, read, update, and delete (CRUD) operations to be performed on the plurality of content repositories. 

The Examiner disagrees. The combination of Prompt and Hotti teach the API enables navigation of the plurality of content repositories 
(Prompt, see Figure 19A that clearly illustrates an API (i.e. user interface or display) that enables navigation of the plurality of content 
repositories, where repositories are categories, customers, supplies, etc) and enables create, read, update, and delete (CRUD) operations 
to be performed on the plurality of content repositories (i.e. Directory View Generator. The Directory view generator suggests the 
enablement of create, read, update and delete operation, where Figure 19C appears to create (i.e. new), read (i.e. open), and update (i.e. 
save), Figure 19B appears to delete (i.e. delete current objects). )( see at least paragraphs [0159-0163]; see also Figure 11, 14a, 14b, 19B 
and 19C). 

(2) Neither Prompt nor Hotti, either alone or in combination disclose or suggest creating a hierarchy node for different types of content. 
The Examiner disagrees. The combination of Prompt and Hotti teaches creating a hierarchy node (i.e. hierarchical computing 
system/hierarchical/relational translation system. The hierarchy of nodes are clearly suggested in the use of a hierarchical/translation 
system. )(Prompt, see Figures 1, 14b, 15) for different types of content (See HOTTI, Figure 9; and col. 9, lines 19-27, wherein this reads 
over "a hierarchic system where several database systems a, b, c have their respective schema management nodes").
